Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: with respect to claim 56, note that Collins 
discloses the side wall 12 can be an electrode (see col. 21 -lines 44-50). Concerning claim 58, Collins also discloses that the apparatus 
of fig. 1 can be used where polymer coatings are formed on parts of the apparatus (see col. 10-lines 41-57, for example). Regarding the 
rejection over the Imai and Collins references, no unexpected results have been shown with respect to the heating temperature of the 
upper electrode. Furthermore, some of the claims do not disclose a platinum etch method and therefore the claims are not 
commensurate in scope with the alleged unexpected results (see MPEP 716). Concerning the rejection of claim 19 under 35 USC 103 
using the Imai and Collins references, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ); In re Merck & Co 800 F 2d 1091 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 
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
